Unlike Tobey, they did not im- 
ply that “political” cénsiderations 
were at work among the Republi- 
cans who had forced the investi- 
gation. 

At the outset of the day’s pro- 
ceedings, the chairman, Sen. Rich- 
ard B. Russell, Democrat, Georgia, 
had accuséd Sen; Alexander Wiley, 
Republican, Wisconsin, of a par- 
tisan attack on the integrity of 
the Democratic majority.

' Members of 82 north Georgia families 


will be welcomed by special ceremony at - 


Athens today at the fourth annual Farm 
Family Achievement Day assembly. 

. All have made outstanding records at 
farming during the past years, and many 
have paid in full their farm ownership 
loans years ahead of schedule, some as 
ead as 30 years before maturity of the 
oan. 

They and their wives and children will 
be present today. 

The Atlanta Constitution wants to sa- 
lute them all as men and women who have 
helped to advance their state and make it 
a better place to live. 

Let us take a few samples: 
~ H.-E. Saxon, *Route 1, Midville, bought 
his farm with an FHA loan in 1942 and 
paid out in 1950.

His corn yield is 
up from 14 to 68 bushels per acre. He 
has 24 acres of permanent pasture, and a 
fine live-at-home program.

Sanford G. Mayfield, Route 2, Fayette- 
ville, had been a tenant for 10 mov- 
ing four times trying to find which 
would produce a living. He fot his loan 
and farm in 1941 and paid in by 1950. 

There are many more who have “paid 
out.” 

Others are ahead. Let’s take a young 
veteran, William Gordon, Route 3, Com- 
merce. He got an adjustment loan to con- 
vert to livestock. He has a good corn 
yield for feed, and has 19 acres of perma- 
nent pasture. He is milking 10 cows. He 
grows some cotton and gets 500 pounds per 
acre. His wife cans an average of 500 
quarts of vegetables per year. They, too, 
live at home. 


The FHA program, growing out of the 
old tenant purchase plan, is one of the 
great things which the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt sponsored. Its enemies, the 
greedy men who do not want tenants and 
sharecroppers to be able to become land 
owners, call it socialism. It isn’t. It is a 
wonderful free enterprise program in 
which the government lends a carefully 
screened farmer the money—which he pays 
back. 

Again, we salute the FHA and the 82 
families.

Lives and Property Are at Stake 


Regardless of the figures Fire Chief C. 
C. Styron may cite in support of his ad- 
ministration, or the authenticity thereof, 
the fact remains that it is the underwriters 
who establish insurance rates for the city. 

And it is the underwriters’ technical 
organizations, staffed by experts on fire 
hazards, who have complained that the 
Atlanta Fire Department, as operated un- 
der Chief Styron, is badly run and unable 
to furnish the protection the city requires.

Even before the underwriters’ 
survey the chief’s friends urged him to re- 
tire, knowing he would be embarrassed if 
conditions in the department ever became 
public knowledge.

Before the Masonic Temple 
fire there were complaints not enough 
equipment was available, but this fire re- 
vealed the department did not know how 
to use equipment properly.

What's Fair About ‘Fair 


If, as some moan, the Supreme Court 
decision on Monday has struck a heavy 
blow at the so-called fair trade laws then 
the people are the better off for it. 

Our only regret is that the court did 
not outlaw the whole vicious scheme of re- 
tail price-fixing—milk, cigarettes and all. 

The Supreme Court said the “fair trade 
laws” do not prohibit a retail establish- 
ment from cutting prices unless the re- 
tailer has signed an agreement to abide by 
the price schedules set by the manufac- 
turer. 

‘Fair trade laws, in force in 45 states 
under a permissive federal statute, allow a 
manufacturer to establish the price at 
which his product must be sold. Hereto- 
fore, the practice has been to require the 
retailer to conform to these prices even 
though he has not specifically agreed to do 
so. Now the court says there must be a 
valid contract in each case. 

The fair trade theory was evolved dur- 
ing depression days when prices in many 
cases Was ruinously, low. Goods were more 
plentiful than customers. It seemed to 
some a good idea at the time to lend legal 
encouragement to higher prices, though 


ment has failed eveny time it has been 
tested in a major fire. 

At Monday night’s City Council session 
the chief cited figures showing Atlanta’s 
fire losses for 1950 were $686,826 and said 
insurance companies collected more than 
$5,000,000 in premiums. Under questioning, 
however, he admitted he was not sure 
about the types of premiums nor whether 
the figures he quoted were for the city 
itself or the entire metropolitan area. Fi- 
nally, he said that such figures are hard 
to get and sometimes guessing is necessary. 

It ought to be understood that the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters and the 
Southeastern Underwriters Association are 
not interested in personalities. Chief Sty- 
ron’s name is not even mentioned in re- 
ports by either organization. These asso- 
ciations are interested solely in reducing 
fire losses. 

The only question is this: Is the Atlanta 
Fire Department, as now functioning, and 
as it has functioned for some years past, 
giving the best possible protection to lives 
and property in the city? The answer is 
obvious from the record. We are on the 
side of saving lives and property and for 
that reason we believe Chief Styron’s re- 
tirement is advised. 


Trade’? 


President Roosevelt signed the bill with 
federal statute reluctantly and only be- 
cause it was a rider to another bill. 

But conditions that brought about the 
fair trade laws have not existed for at 
least 10 years. Prices, as any consumer 
will attest, are high enough these days 
when allowed to seek their own level] in 
accordance with the law of supply and de- 
mand and other economic factors. 

It has become necessary for the Federal 
Government to institute controls to keep 
prices down. But 45 states, including 
Georgia, still. go along with the fiction 
that laws are needed which tend to keep 
prices high. 

In some fields, businessmen are prose- 
cuted under the antitrust laws for conspir- 
ing to fix prices, but under the so-called 
fair trade laws those who refuse to fix 
prices are prosecuted. 

The hope now is that the legislatures 
of the 45 states, Georgia included, will fin- 
ish the job and strike fair trade from the 
statute books. There never was anything 
fair about these laws and their presence is 
a reproach to a nation which champions 
free enterprise.

Technically, Georgia’s Milk Price Contro] Board may not violate 
the federal statutes against collusion in the fixing of prices. But, 
actually, it violates the basie tenets of our entire free enterprise 
system, to say nothing of being in contempt of common sense.

, eral laws since its jurisdiction doesn’t cross state lines, the 

Justice Department has the basis for a case on the grounds 
that the odor from it certainly does.

Suffers Severely 


WASHINGTON—One of the distressing things 
about the political furor raised over the Presi- 
dent’s dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur is 

that it has all but ended thé bipartisan foreign policy which has 
prevailed during the past several years. 


Most observers are inclined to agree that there is almost nc 
chance at all for another bipartisan policy to come into play—for 
the time being, anyway. So much partisan strife has arisen over 
the MacArthur incident that Republicans appear to be determined 
to go their own way in critical opposition. 


Had the late Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, lived 
and remained in vigorous health he might have been able to change 
the situation. For seme years he had been the key link in the chain 
which held our foreign policy on a bipartisan basis. But his recent 
death removed a last hope. | 

President Truman, it seems, has only one opening to restore 
some semblance of the co-operation that formerly existed between 
the two major political parties on matters pertaining to foreign 
affairs. He might placate the Republicans to some extent by dis- 
missing Secretary of State Dean Acheson and naming a promirient 


Republican to take his place. 

Deep Cut Such a course would at least cut the feet from 
under the Republicans for a time, although many 

doubt that it would have any lingering effect. The dissension over 

General MacArthur appears to have cut that deeply. 

However, any possibility of a development of that kind coming 
would seem to be foreclosed by the President’s reiteration of the 
statement that he has no intention of letting his No. 1 cabinet offi- 
cer go. Nor is the leadership of his party suggesting that he do so. 
Mr. Acheson has his critics among Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans, but Administration supporters, for the most part, go along 
with Mr. Truman in his characterization of the Acheson attacks 
as almost entirely political. 

There are reasons to believe that Secretary Acheson himself 
would gladly remove his name from the scene of controversy, if 
his critics would give him a’ chance. No man likes to quit under 
fire, and he cannot be blamed for wishing to stay on so long as the 
attacks are being directed at him. Neither is the President inclined 
to allow him to resign while the shooting at the State Department 
continues. 

To do so would be to yield to pressure brought by such repre- 
hensible sources as Sen. Joe McCarthy, of Wisconsin, whose irre- 
sponsible charges about Communist infiltretion of the State 
Department have spearheaded the attacks on Acheson. The Presi- 
dent is having difficult enough time as it is to persuade able men to 
enter Government service. If he allows Acheson to be forced out 
by McCarthyism his task would be even greater. 


; So that is all the more reason to assume 
Standing By Mr. Truman will stand by his repeated word 
to keep the Secretary of State as long as he desires to remain in 
the cabinet. 

If a lull should come in the political sniping long enough for 
Mr. Acheson to make a graceful exit, the President might pull a 
10-strike, it is argued, by bringing into the State Department an 
outstanding Republican like either former Sen. Warren Austin, of 
Vermont, presently American representative in the United Nations 
organization; John Foster Dulles, who is Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s 
adviser on foreign affairs, or Eric Johnston, now serving in the 
Government economic stabilization program. 

Any one of these three would be splendid appointments look- 
ing to a restoration of.a bipartisan foreign policy. Certainly with 
a man like Austin, Dulles or Johnston sitting at the head of the 
State Department no room would be left for Republicans to refuse 
their co-operation, or to voice the ridiculous McCarthy charges 
about Communists being tucked away in the department.

Britain has halted exports from Honk Kong to 
China and has placed a ban on any shipment of 
rubber to China. Reluctantly, Britain has 
consented to the use of sanctions against China 
and Foreign Secretary Herbert Morrison has 
agreed that the future of Formosa should be left 
to the. United Nations. , 

But it is certain that the Labor Government is . 
still as unwilling as ever to take any action that 
might lead to an extension of the fighting in, 
Korea. Britain is still in favor of admitting Com- 
munist China to the United Nations and there is 
no question whatever at the present time of her 
withdrawing recognition from Peiping. 

It is the Government’s view that the Mao re- 
gime exerts effective authority over the Chinese 
mainland and therefore must.be considered the 
Government best entitled to speak for China.

Original Georgians Shot a Mean Arrow 


When DeSoto landed on the west coast of 
Florida in 1540 and marched into South Geor- 
gia, his expedition was composed of the first 
white men the Indians had ever seen. The 
official scribe of the Spanish government who 
accompanied DeSoto was amazed at the phys- 
ical perfection and uncanny bowmanship of 
the natives. The Indians harassed the troops 
from ambush, picking off the men and horses 
one by one. The scribe tells of one occasion 
when an arrow shot from a great distance 
struck a soldier with such force that it pierced 
his steel armor, went through his body and the 


back plate. It passed with such speed that 
his body did not fall from the saddle until it 
was all over. He said the white men could 
not bend the bows, “which were as thick as 
my forearm,” and the accuracy with which 
they were shot was unbelievable. “Two hun- 
dred yards from the target the Indians could 
place an arrow in a spot the size of a head, 
and I, personally, have seen an arrow driven 
the span of a man’s hand into an oak tree.” 
The chief usually rode piggy-back on a young 
warrior, who was trained as a carrier. They 
rivaled real horses for endurance.

Anyway, when cleaning up, 
if there is no way to move old 
papers and magazines to a col- 
lecting point, and you burn 
them, be sure the fire is not 
started near house nor garage. 
Breezes can fan the flames into 
a kingsized fire. It’s the same 
with trash that is burned. Be 
sure that the fire is watched. 
When the flames have reduced 
the pile to embers, put them 
out with the hose. 


Do not leave oily cloths and 
cleaning fluid in a closed com- 
partment. Gasoline in an open 
pan generates fumes which have 
the explosive powers of dyna- 
mite. Flour and cornstarch are 
highly explosive under certain 
conditions. Neither should be 
used near an open flame. 

Fire and accident hazards 
are still high. They can cause 
a serious strain on the family 
budget not only in money paid 
out for doctor and hospital bills, 
but in reducing the premium 
savings which mutual insurance 
companies return to policy hold- 
ers.

Okays 60 Pct. 
Rate Boost 


WASHINGTON, May 22—(.?)— 
The House Post Office Committee 
approved a 60 percent increase 
Tuesday in rates on second-class 
mail such as newspapers and 
magazines. The hike would be 
spread over a three-year period 
with a 20 percent increase each 
year. 

Before the bill becomes law. 
it must be passed by the House 
and Senate and signed by the 
President. | 

A committee member said the! 
proposed increase was approved | 
by a 17-6 vote. It is a substitute | 
for President Truman’s proposal) 
to double the rates on second class} 
mail over three vears. 

Besides rejecting Mr. Truman's 
100 percent increase, the commit- 
tee voted down proposals to raise 
the rate 75, 80 or 45 percent. Then 
it approved an amendment by 
Rep. Edward H. Rees, Republican, | 
Kansas, for the three annual 20 
percent increases. 

The legislation calls for the first | 
increase shortly after it becomes| 
law. The others would be made 
annually thereafter.
